The Sullivan Homicide- 

Witli the verdict proper we concur, al- 
though we cannot help thinking it Avonkl 
have looked better without the rider. Un- 
der ftll the oiroumstanoes, it appears to 
113 that a caution vrould have been much 
moro in accord with the facts as ovolvod 
in the oourao of the trial. That Sul- 
livan thought himself in tho path of duty 
probably few will be inclined toquustion; 
but that his conduct was chiiractoiized by 
that discrotion ona could wish to lind dis- 
played by a public officer in dcnliiig with 
the Indiau3 seoms rather more than (jucs- 
tioDable. Of this precise kind of "olli- 
oienoj and energy" tho country deairesto 
see no more. As a rule tho Indian ciiu 
play at the game of 2>ooh quite as well as 
tho white; and ho is apt to be rather less 
discriminating, which makes it extromoly 
awkward for the exposed settlers and sol- 
itary way-farers. We could ha\o wished, 
therefore, that Mr. Sullivan had boeu ac- 
quitted iu such manner as would have 
oonvejed to him a warning, and, through 
him, a warning to others. As it is the 
jury have gone out of their way to place 
tho seal of approbation upon, and so en- 
courage, conduct difficult of justification 
and dangerous in possible oontfiqueiiccH. 
It appears to us, therefore, that tho jury 
liare needlessly incurred a grave ro- 
sponsihilty and have couutenanoed a 
misohieTOUS principle. We prosuuio 
tho Indian Commissioner will take 
good care that all tho facts of this 
lamentable aiTair are properly brouglit to 
tho notica of the Federal autlioritiea, as 
the matter is one which spooially concerns 
the Indian Department; andthere is every 
xeason to hope that measures will betaken 
at Ottawa to prevent a recurrence of such 
a questionable and dangerous exhibition 
of "energy and efficiency." It is quite 
elear there is nothing to hope for from 
the local Gouernment. Tho public will 
iratoh with some interest to see whether 
tiie CRiveriiment will ventord to retain 
Ifi. Bnlliyan in a position for which he 
has demonstrated his unfitness, and which 
inflicts needless expense on tho Province. 
In conclusion, wo may be permitted to 
congratulate ourselves upon having been 
instrumental in bringing about tho trial, 
whatever that trial may be worth. Not- 
-withstanding the statements mado by the 
Attorney-General, there are few, if any, 
in this community who beliove that thorc 
was really any intention on the part of 
the Government to bring Mr. Sullivan to

Bub 
CTen England bad to pass through the 
iaayitable tallow candle period in re- 
gard to her press as well as her other 
inafcitutions; and British Columbia has 
BO right to expoctto reach perfection by a 
Royal Rodd. With the Att'y-General'K 
permission we will take another illuK- 
tration, one tho force of which he inuj 
be able to appreciate. Take his own 

f'irofession, for instance: He is doubt- 
ess great in his own estimation. But 
place him alongBide of the Attorucy- 
Gonorul of England, or even of ouo ol 
tho older Provinces, and would ho Ix' 
any hotter than "a badly made tallow 
caudle"? Nay, would he not rather 
dwindle down to the still more niodcHt 
'.'farthing dip," or even the "ruHli- 
light"? And yet it is thiH "rush-light" 
in his own profes.sion that has [uesuni- 
ed to sneer at tho local prcHs! Jiiit is 
it not ever thus ? Such blundern are 
seldom mado by great men. Mr. "Walk- 
em ought not to have forgotten that ho 
owe'.s his present position to tho press; 
that it has made him, and that it can 
nnraake him! Ho hIiouW remember, 
too, that ho livt;s iu a glass Iuuikc, and 
can ill alVord to throw sLoiuis at the 
prcHH which has certainly .shown him an 
amount of leniency seldom extended 
to public men. We would advise tho 
Attomey-Genei'al to keep a civil 
tongue.

The AUy-Gonoral exijliiiuod that ho 
should luivo to call aaothor witness, 
Cliarley Coma, an Indian, whoao ovi- 
ileuco was against tho prosecntion, but 
that if he (Atty-Geu.) hud not dono ao, 
Couusol for tho defense would have done 
80, as they had tho right of domaudiug 
8uoh ovidtinco. 

Charldy Coma was thcni called. Wit- 
ness, -who is a ci-ipplo and has to wallc on 
his knees, was assisted to a scat, and be- 
ing sworn deposed, in answer to cross- 
examination of counsel for tho defence, 
that ho knew SuUivan; was in the 
canoe; the first canoe he ran after and did 
not catoh it; lio [S.J went after the 
second canoo and tired a shot acros.n the 
bow; Sullivan told Wallapoo to throw 
down the sail; S. asked for tho whisky; 
the Indian said there were no whisky in 
the canoo ; there was three cans under tho 
little box; S. tried to take the boxand the 
Indian placed the box under his arm; 
and Sullivan said "lot <^o that box or I 
will shoot yon;" the Indian said, "shoot 
me." Wallapoo broke open tho box and 
tried to get something out of it (witness 
• thcJiiight a pistol) ; Sullivan ordered tho 
canoe to shove off, and I shoved the 
canoe astern a little; I saw au Indian take 
a Ruu and open the hammer and point it 
at Sullivan; S. tui-ued round and shot tho 
Indian; it iTas nut a cap Kun;a Ion- 
musket; Indian's uamo was I'ortlot. 

By Hia Honor— Sullivan asked Wallapoo 
to stbp,'"in Cliinook; asked for whisky in 
Chinook; witness did not see the pistol 
in tho box; S. saw Uie pistol in tho box;

in her native tongue, ' Do not talkwhiskv, 
do not talk musket;" the jailor partly 
aMcteratobd by the yoiee and aotion that 
some oommunioation was going on be- 
tween the women; I cautioned him of

jNIr. JlcCreight, in addressing the ,Tury 
for tho dofonco said, when a prisoner is 
brought into a Court his oH'enco is not 
known — cannot bo known until tho ovi- 
donco is hoard. Ill tho proaentcaso much 
rancor had been shown in discussing tho 
Cftso out of court. He begged the jury to 
divest themselves of any such impressions 
as might have been thus produced. Ho 
adverted to tho liquor law [quoted the 
10th soc] Prisoner was requirod to search 
tlio craft for licpior; ho is told tharo is 
whiskey; ho .«aw tho cans. It is impor- 
tant that policemen should know that all 
such liquor is forfeited; tho liquor mu.it 
bo brought to headquarters to confiscate 
it. He must do his duty as far as possi- 
ble; take tho canoo where tho liquor is 
fouiul, or, if lio conld not, then tho Avay 
would bo to transfer it to his own. At 
tho port of discharge tho owner cuuhl then 
explain and defend his property in a 
legal manner — tho law is plain enough in 
protecting law oiHoers in the execution of 
their duty. The learned counsel continu- 
ed at somo length to quote the law bear- 
ing on cases of the kind, claiming that 
the killing was j ustifiabl.>. Mr. McCreight 
next ci mmontoel upon the contradictory 
character of tho evidence, and claimed 
au acquittal at the hands of the jury. 

Ilis Honor reviewed the ovidenco at 
great length, pointing out to tho jury tho 
bearing on tho subject, and left the case 
in thoir hands. 

Tho Jury then retired, and after an ab- 
se.'ice of about a quarter of an hour re- 
turned thu following 

VliliDICT. 

We find that tho prisoner committed a 
justifiable homicide in shooting Portlet

ently and energetically discharged his du- 

Tho prisoner, who was corigratulatod 
by his friends^ was discharged by the 
Judgo, who remarked that the verdict was 
in ftct'ord with his own feeling, and that 
Mr Sullivan left the Conrt withouta stain 
on his character.

The trial of tho Claimant had— when 
the English mail left— approached a cri- 
sis.

The ne^t witnc!ss, whose name \\;is Hip 
Wood, desiu'ilied lumself as a lanui'r. cul- 
tivating 4-tU acres of land at Mount I'loas- 
ant, Victoria, of which ho stated that 31)1) 
acres woro his own freehold, and ub hav- 
iw^ known thi! Claimant in .Australia at 
various pei'ioils, both under lliii naim; of 
Arthur (jrtonand 'I'liomas < 'asi ro ; was in 
the same em[iloyiiieiit with him in li^'yli 
in Giiqisland ; knew him when in "Mr.
